BILLS TO PAY CASH 
MAY FAIL TO PASS 


IMPORTANT 
APPROPRIATION 
MEASURES IN DANGER. 


Time of the Session Drawing to an 
End With Work Unfinished—Rush 
In the House Begins Today—Ha­ 
waii Minister Talks—Other Wash­ 
ington News. 


W ashington, Feb. 18.—T here is be­ 
ginning to be a slig h t uneasiness on th e 
dem ocratic side of the senate th a t some 
of the appropriation bills 
m ay 
fail. 
There rem ains only tw elve m ore w ork­ 
ing days of the session and four of the 
m ost im portant of these bills are still 
en tirely unconsidered in 
th e 
senate. 
These are the Indian, th e sundry civil, 
th e legislative and the general deficien­ 
cy bills, each of them considered as 
m ore likely to afford ground for debate 
th an any of th e 
appropriation 
bills 
which have already received attention. 
T his anxiety is not yet, how ever, ex­ 
trem ely pronounced. 
The dem ocratic 
mali agers expect to gain considerable 
tim e by m oving a i an early day for ll 
o'clock sessions and follow ing this soon 
by prolonging the 
daily 
sessions a t 
night. If it becomes ap p aren t th a t the 
Indian bill will require tim e proportion­ 
a te to th a t p u t in on th e postoffice or 
D istrict of Colum bia bill, the m otion 
fo r earlier m eetings, w hich is already 
pending, w ill be pressed early in the 
week. 
The proposition for any general legis­ 
lation such as th a t proposed in the pool­ 
ing, teritorial adm ission. Pacific rail­ 
road, navy personnel, and bankruptcy 
bills are grow ing sm aller and sm aller 
every day. T here will be a strong effort 
to g et up and dispose of the pooling bill, 
b u t th ere will be determ ined opposition, 
an d som e of its best friends are grow ­ 
ing discouraged. The probabilities for 
the week also include a cursory discus­ 
sion of th e terlrto rial bills, b u t the 
prospects are ag ain st their 
passage. 
T here are several financial bills and re­ 
solutions which m ay be called up, and 
the rules of th e senate perm it such la t­ 
itude of debate th a t a financial speech 
m ay be injected a t any tim e, regardless 
of th e m easure in hand. 
There is still occasional reference tor 
the agreem ent which cam e so near be­ 
ing completed T hursday last for a two 
days* debate a t the beginning of the 
week on the Jones coinage bill, w ith a 
vote a t the close, and the m atte r m ay 
be revived w ith or w ithout unanim ous 
consent. 
Senator Jones 
still insists 
th a t either his bill shall be considered 
on its m erits or th a t its opponents shall 
show their indisposition to consider it 
by filibustering a g an st it. Senator Vias 
has also given notice of an effort to call 
up his gold bond bill to-day, and in do­ 
ing so is liable to precipitate a financial 
discussion a t the 
beginning 
or 
the 
week’s work. A ltogether the outlook is 
for a busy w eek in th e senate.

Indianapolis, Ind., Fob. 18.—Gov. 
Matthews, Mayor Denny .with ex-Sena- 
tor Shockney and Col. William Harris, 
representing the citizens of Union 
City,were in conference yesterday with 
Pierre Gray relative to the funeral of 
his father, Isaac Pusey Gray. The 
train bearing the remains should ar­ 
rive in St. Louis Borne time Wednesday 
night and in Indianapolis Thursday 
afternoon. It was arranged that with 
the consent of Mrs. Gray the body 
should lie in state at the state house 
until the next morning. Friday the 
remains will be taken to Union City, 
where the funeral will be held in the 
opera house, being conducted by the 
Rev. Mr. McDonald of the Presby­ 
terian church. The state officers will 
hold a meeting to-day to make further 
arrangements. The governor will ap­ 
point the honorary pall bearers.

T racy w as a bad ch aracter and 
had lately served a jail sentence for 
shooting a negro.

ago lost both his legs ju st below the 
knees, being ru n over by a tra in he 
w as try in g to board to escape some 
K ansas officers. 


BUSH IN THE HUUSE BEGINS TO-DAY 


Request for Unanimous Consent to Bills 
Likely to Be Numerous. 
W ashington, Feb. 18.—The rush of the 
closing days of the session begins to­ 
day. 
In the house for the last week 
m em bers have been crow ding for the 
consideration of bills 
by 
unanim ous 
consent. 
This week the rush will be 
m ore apparent w henever the regular 
appropriation bills conference reports, 
an d o ther privileged m atters are up be­ 
fore the house. But two appropriation 
Dills are yet undisposed of by the house, 
th e naval and general deficiency. The 
form er has been considered for tw o days 
and it will probably require tw o m ore 
(Tuesday and W ednesday), today under 
the rules being suspension day. 
The 
general deficiency bill, which will fol­ 
low, will tak e up two days. Conference 
reports will consum e th e rest of the 
week unless another opportunity is giv­ 
en to th e Pacific R ailw ay com m ittee to 
secure a vote on the refunding bill, 
w hich h as been again reported fav o r­ 
ably, w ith an am endm ent in the shape 
of a proposition for the Unuion Pacific 
to settle the account -with the goveern- 
m ent by the paym ent of the principal 
of th e debt due. Among the bills upon 
which action will be asked under sus­ 
pension of the rules to-day is the bill 
reported from the com m ittee on pen­ 
sions to equalize th e pay of Mexican 
veterans. 


Flggat Probably Took 9150,000. 
Richmond, Ta., Feb. 18.—It is now 
quite certain that C. M. Figgat, the de­ 
faulting cashier of the Bank of Lex­ 
ington, stole about $150,000 from that 
institution. He got away with $80,000 
capital stock and nearly $70,000 belong 
ing to depositors. The developments 
show that Figgat’8 stealings cover a 
period of twenty-five years and depos­ 
e rs are angry with the directors for 
laving failed to detect what was go­ 
ng on. The bank is left with only 
$6,000 in cash. Business in the com­ 
munity is almost paralyized on ac­ 
count of the wreck of this financial 
riBtitutton. Figgat is suposed to have 
gone to Chicago. 


Thurston Denies tbs Torture Story.

in th e history of th e islands.”

Most Important Measure la tho 
Is the Pollee BUL 
Springfield, IIH., Feb. 18.—The busi 
ness of the senate this week will be 
mainly of a routine character. The 
committees prior to last week did not 
do much, but it is anticipated the com 
Ing week will be the busiest thus far 
of the session. Wells’ dill to prevent 
the manufacture of any article that is 
taken into the mouth will come up for 
passage. No amendments have been 
offered to it since its introduction, 
either in committee or on the floor 
There is some opposition to it that 
was manifested in committee, when 
several refused to vote for or against 
It. In the house Mr. Pickerels btl 
to place express companies, as com­ 
mon carriers, under the state board o 
railroad and warehouse commission­ 
ers will come up on first reading prob­ 
ably Wednesday. 
Another bill to 
come up In the house is Mr. Bailey’s 
hill to prevent corporations from pay­ 
ing their employes in store orders or 
time checks. This is on its first read­ 
ing. 


Wyoming Legislature to Aet. 
Cheyene, Wyo., Feb. 18.—Just be­ 
fore the legislature adjourned sine die 
at 5 o’clock yesterday morning a reso- 
ution was introduced and unanimous­ 
ly adopted instucting the ^ttorp^y- 
general to at once begin proceedings 
against the bondsmen of Otto Gramm, 
ex-state treasurer and the assignee of 
the T. A. Kent bank of Cheyenne, to 
recover $56,000 of state funds which the 
treasurer lost on account of the failure 
of the bank in July, 1893. Mr. Gramm 
failed to reimburse the state when he 
turned the office over to his successor 
Jan. 7 of this year.

Toe inmates were all gotten 
out without accident but the loss will 
be heavy. 
G rayling. Mich., Feb. 18.—Three chil­ 
dren, aged 9. 8 and 4 respectively, lost 
th eir lives in a fire a t Lewiston last 
night. The children had been put to bed, 
wrhile their father, Eli Seym our, and 
wife attended a M accabee dance. W hen 
they returned the house w as inflames. 
W hen the fire had been sufficiently 
extinguished to enter the house the 
children were found dead side by side 
in bed. They had evidently suffocated 
w ithout having been. aw akened-

morning destroyed the frame building 
occupied by T. B. Songer as a bakery 
and restaurant and five adjoing build­ 
ings. The loss was $5,000.

W ashington, Feb. 18.—The B ritish and 
French have taken alarm a t the splen­ 
did perform ance of the two new United 
S tates triple-screw cruisers, the Colum­ 
bia and the M inneapolis. 
F o r a long tim e this g reat departure 
in naval engineering so successfully 
practiced by Engineer-in-Chief Melville 
w as looked upon w ith suspicion by for­ 
eign naval powers, and indeed there 
were m any critics in the U nited States 
navy who predicted the failure of the 
vessels, but now all opposition seem s to 
have disappeared and both G reat Bri­ 
tain and France are about to build 
vessels of this type and are even en­ 
deavoring to Improve upon the origi­ 
nals. The B ritish naval program for 
this year Includes the construction of 
four Improved Blenheims, the Blenheim 
being a sister ship to the arm ored cruis­ 
er Blake, which took p a rt in the naval 
review In 1893.

Smallpox at St. Louis.

W hile 
there is little doubt th a t the abolition of 
all com bustible m aterial will add to the 
fighting efficiency of ships of w ar, it is 
equally sure th a t if this were done they 
would be uninhabitable. Owing to the 
good conducting properties of iron and 
steel, the living quarters, if not sheathed 
w ith some non-conductor, would become 
intensely cold in w inter and very hot in 
sum m er. 
C hem ists and others are try in g to 
produce an artificial wood. 
M anufac­ 
tu rers of fire-proof paints and liquids 
have given some very successful exhi­ 
bitions of their wares. Surface protec­ 
tion of wood, however, is insufficient 
and of no avail when the wood becomes 
splintered by a hail storm of sm all pro­ 
jectiles.

NOTES FROM ABOUT T H E STATE. 


The Bill Passed By the Legislatures 
Gives City Councils the Power to 
Make Alterations—Another Meas­ 
ure Allow All Cities of 12,000 or 
More People to Pay their Mayor. 


Two important bills passed the state 
legislature last week which Janesville 
people will be interested in, inasmuch 
as both will affect the future of the 
city. 
The bills now only await the 
approval of the governor and publica­ 
tion to become laws. 
One provides 
for paying the mayors of cities a sal­ 
ary, while the other relates to changes 
in ward boundaries. 
The latter law 
will probably not be acted upon by 
the Janesville common council until 
after the state census are taken, in 
June next. 
It reads as follows: 
Section I. 
The common council of 
any city in* the estate of W a one n 
which shall have been incorporated 
under special charter, shall have pow­ 
er to change the number and bourn a- 
rieB of the wards in such city by ordi­ 
nance adopted by a vote of at least 
three-fourths of all the members of 
the common council; provided that 
such ordinance shall be introduced at 
a regular meeting of such common 
council, and 
before Ad a1 action is 
taken thereon the same shall be pub­ 
lished at least once each week for 
four successive weeks in some news­ 
paper printed and published in such 
city, if there be one, otherwise in 
some new spaper to be designated by 
the common council; and when the 
boundaries and number of wards are 
fixed by any ordinance the number of 
wards in such city and boundaries 
thereof, or of any of said wards, shall 
not be 8gain changed for a period of 
two years, except by adding thereto 
such territory as may at any time be 
added to the city limits; and provided 
further, that the 
territcry of the 
wards shall be contiguous ani} com­ 
pact, and that no ward having a popu­ 
lation of less than t vo thousand sh ill 
be created in acy city having a popu­ 
lation of one hundred thousand or 
over, or le6B than fifteen hundred in 
any city having a population of ten 
thousand or over, or less than one 
thousand in any city having a popula­ 
tion of lees than ten thousand by last 
previous census taken by the United 
States of Wisconsin, and provided fur­ 
ther, that this act shall not apply to 
any city having provision in its char­ 
ter for the chang* of the number and 
boundaries of the wards therein. 
Section 2. 
Whenever the number 
of wards in any city shall be changed 
in the manner aforesaid, and a new 
ward Of wards crea ed, such new ward 
or waids shall have the same number 
of aldermen, supervisors and ward offi­ 
cers, and shall be in all respects sub­ 
ject to the provisions of the charter of 
such city the same as wards created 
by such charter. 
The bill in regard to salaries for 
mayor is as follows: 
Section I. The payment of a salary 
of any city is hereby authorized, the 
amount of said salary to be fixed in 
the same manner as the salaries of 
other city officers. 
Section 2. This aet 
shall be con­ 
structed to be an amendment to every 
city charter wherein a similar provis­ 
ion does not already exist.

Paper Read By Ming Anna Dnggaa at the 
Afton Institute. 
The following paper was read at 
the Afton farmers’ instltue by Miss 
Anna Duggan: 
A man wtibout an education has 
been likened to a precious metal in 
its raw state, and does it not seem 
true? 
How many well meaning peo­ 
ple do we see who have been deprived 
of the advantage of an education, 
whose refined and intellectual faculties 
have beau left unworked! Education 
is refining, cultivating and enlighten­ 
ing. 
By giving your boys and girltwa 
thorough education yon are bestowing 
riches upon them which can neither 
be lost nor stolen. 
You are placing 
them on an equal and in many cases 
superior footing to that of the child­ 
ren of the millionaire, for are we not 
aU aware that the educated man who 
is not blessed with this world’s goods 
is obliged to utilize his knowledge, 
consequently strengthening its growth 
while the education of the wealthy in 
many eases i9 left to rust, 
We see in­ 
stances of this character exemplified 
in the history of many of our eminent 
men. 
Furthermore, by the education 
of children yon are lessening the nam 
ber of reformatories and prisons, you 
are subduing the evil of intemperance, 
in a word j eu are milking the world 
better. 
The object of education is not the 
cramming cf a vast amount of facts in 
the child's mind while at school, but 
it is the laying of a foundation upon 
which he may build his house of 
knowledge. 
President 
Eliot truly 
tells na that the object of education is 
to give the pupil the power of doing 
for himself an endless 
variety of 
things, which, 
if uneducated, 
he 
could not do, 
To attain this end, 
children should be entrusted to only 
the best and most efficient teachers 
Let us take a view of the matter and 
listen to the conversation between 
tboee two members of the school board 
who are discussing the hiring of their 
teacher. 
Mr. Jones asserts that most 
anyone will do, and as the children 
are all small they will be able to hire 
a pretty cheap teacher. 
It is true 
this m in deserves censure, but rather 
'.et us pity his weakness, for he has 
yet to learn 
that at no stage of 
< h'id'a life should he be plsced under 
the supervision of a poor teacher, and 


especially daring his first days of 
school. 
A poor teacher is dear at any 
price. 
While it is a pleasure to think that 
all men entrusted with school affairs 
are not so negligent, am I not justi­ 
fied in saying that there are a few 
such characters? Men whose attention 
in the line of education is seldom ar­ 
rested, except with a view to save a 
few paltry dollars. 
It has been the 
custom for many years to sing the 
praise of the city school and to point 
to it as the one important step towards 
the sttainment of perfection in the 
evolution of education. I am inclined 
to think differently, and will hazard 
the assertion that we all shall yet 
come to see that the ideal school is 
the school of all grades. 
I am aware 
that there is a great deal to be said 
on both sides of the question, but 
there are some strong reasons for the 
opinion that the district school affords 
more natural conditions 
for healthy 
growth and character than do the city 
school. 
Indeed the district school is 
more the nature of a large family and 
I believe the family supplies the most 
natural condition for the normal de­ 
velopment of children. 
The task imposed upon the teacher 
of the district school is greater by far 
than that 
imposed by the graded 
school. 
He must be primary, inter­ 
mediate and grammar school teacher, 
all in one, and must fuse the different 
elements into one organic whole. 
It 
demands the services of the most ca­ 
pable men and women in the state, 
and our people meet this demand in 
many instances by 
employing chil­ 
dren, as you might say, or by permit­ 
ting inefficient men and women to at­ 
tempt to perform this service. 
They 
demand ability of those whom they 
en ploy to take care of their business 
or property, but of those who are to 
educate 
or care for their children 
in the most critical period of their dc— 
velopment they make no demands of 
either ability or maturity in very many 
cases. 
The place that should demand 
the best teacher is the district school, 
and let us hope that it will yet be 
made manifest that the best place for 
the early development of the powers 
of boys and girls is the country school 
that is well taught. 
It seems to me 
that iu the hiring of a teacher much 
trouble would be avoided and better 
leeults attained if the counsel of the 
superintendent was more freely solicit 
ed. As a general thing, he knows best 
the ability of 
the teacher and the 
character of the school, consequently 
he will be best able to determine the 
appointments cf the various positions. 
One of the greatest drawbacks to 
the progress of education in our dis­ 
trict school is the irregularity of at 
tendaance. 
Children are retained at 
home for work or taivial excuses, 
without a thought of the demoralizing 
effect it has upon the school. 
Allow 
me vo demonstrate the evil effects by 
a picture which may be described as 
follows: John is not present for some 
reason, but Kate, bis classmate, is,and 
of course, recites her lesson and has 
new ones assigned for the following 
day. 
The next day John is on hand 
but he knows nothing about the lessor 
for the day, consequently the teacher 
is obliged to devote considerable time 
in explaining not only today's but 
yesterday’s lesson, and the amount of 
it is that Kate receives but a little 
fresh information, as most of her time 
in the class has been spent in helping 
John. 
Should this practice of non-at 
tendance be kept up, the teacher so as 
to do justice to ail allows the class to 
proceed, consequently poor John, to 
use a homely expression, gets but a 
bite here and there of the knowledge 
of the book, and in the long run loses 
all interest and finally drops out of 
school. 
Our compulsory educational 
educational law does not cover the 
ground. 
Let us frame another that 
will ba re as firm a grip as other nec- 
es-ary laws, 
We have talent enough 
to frame laws in other departments of 
legislative work, let the same talent 
be exercised bere and the difficulty 
will be removed. 
Converse with a 
man who has been deprived of an edu­ 
cation and ycu will find that the ma­ 
ori ty of such will censure their ps- 
j ents for their misfortune. 
I si nee re- 
rv believe that the parent who fails 
He prov de for the edueation of his 
cuildren will have a vast amount to 
answer for. 
No doubt you think I 
have said enough, possibly too much, 
with regard to the stand parents and 
school officers should take. 
Indeed 
feel I have but but tampered with so 
serious a subject by expressing my 
meagre thoughts and aa I do not be­ 
lieve in covering ones own weakness 
by speaking of others, 
I will turn 
my attention to the teaching force 
and tee what part the teacher playa 
in the drama of education. 
No po 
sition, no, not even the preacher, la as 
responsible as that of the teacher. 
Although unfortunate for the cause of 
education, I happen to be in the field 
as a worker, and I must say that I 
nave often regretted the aisuming of 
sDch a responsibility. 
I once heard a professional m an 
6S} that no one but a truly good char 
acier should he be allowed to educate 
the young, and if a teacher desires to 
have good boys and girls they must 
aim al perfection themselves. 
This statement is too true and to 
fully realize it 
is enough to make 
maoy of us blush for shame. 
No negligence is more pernicious 
than that of the teacher who wastes 
his pupil’s time. 
I suppose he does 
his b st but that will not excuse him 
If he has no capacity for teaching he 
is committing a great crime. 
He 
ougnt to stop pretending to teach and 
do something of which he is capable. 
Let it never be forgotten that the 
teacher's gifts are as rare 
as the 
poets’. 
With the children of the rich wasted 
time is not so grevious a loss, for their 
school days stretch over a longer term 
of years, and what they loose in the

COMMANDER OF THE FIRE PO­ 
LICE’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Automatic Burner Went Out In the 
Night and the Deadly Fluid Filled 
the Room—Alarm Clock Awakened 
Him In Time for Him to Reach the 
Air.
